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Dryer Frame. 











An illustration is given of an improve- 
ment inthe dryer frames of a paper machine. 


Figure 1 is a side elevation of a dryer 
frame carrying seven base pieces and three 
superdryers ; Fig. 2, a vertical transverse 
section of one of the housings H; Fig. 3, a 
perspective view of one of the roll boxes; 
Fig. 4, a perspective view of a bushing for 
one of these boxes ; Fig. 5, a vertical trans- 
verse section of one of these boxes with the 
bushing shown in end elevation ; Fig. 6, a 
face view of one of the arms R, carrying the 
boxes of the spring roll U, and Fig. 7, a side 
view of the same with the joint portion 
shown in section in a plare parallel to the 
pivot of the joint. 

In the drawings A represents one of the 
longitudinal walls for the support of the 
framing ; B, a sole bar resting thereon and 
provided with a continuous bolt slot in its 
top, it being understood that there is of 
course a wall and sole bar along under each 
line of seat framing of the machine; C, a 
chair engaging downwardly upon the foot 
of the sole bar, the intention being that 
there shall be one of these chairs at each 
joint in the sole bars, and more of ther if 
required, the top of the wall being notched 
to receive these chairs free of downward 
contact with the wall; D, eyebolts reaching 
one on each side of the wall from the chair 
downwardly ; E, a bar extending through 
the wall and projecting sidewise therefrom 
and engaged by the eyes of the bolts D, 
whereby the eyebolts serve as means for 
drawing the sole bars firmly down upon the 
wall; F, the drying cylinders (shown in 
dotted lines and as being seven in number) ; 
G, superdryers disposed in the usual relative 
position over the other dryers; H, hous- 
ings, one for each journal of the dryers 
F; J, similar housings for the super- 
dryers G, the housings J resting upon 
and being secured to and supported by the 
appropriate ones of the housings H; K, 
journal boxes for the dryers, these boxes be- 
ing integrally formed with the housings, and 
having a form more fully described herein- 
after ; L, the feet of the housings, these feet 
spreading symmetrically from the vertical 
centre of the housing and fitted to a seat 
upon the sole bar, or, in the case of housings 
J, upon the tops of the housings below them, 
and to be secured thereto by bolts; M, top 
arms to the housings, the same spreading 
symmetrically sidewise from the vertical 
centre of the housings substantially the 
same distance as represented by the spread 
of the feet of the housings, the tops of the 
extremities of these arms being adapted to 
have attached to them, by bolting, the feet 
of the superposed housings or the feet of 
other attaching parts; N, reach pieces, 
reaching from one housing to the next and 
secured to the housings by bolts, these 
reach pieces serving at once for the support 
of certain felt rolls and for the longitudinal 
union and stiffening of the framing in 
places where the framing becomes sub- 
jected to the most strains by the reason of 
the presence of superdryers, the reach pieces 
engaging the housings J being of precisely 
the same form and dimensions as the reach 
pieces engaging the lower housings, the up- 
per ones being, however, turned upside 
down, none of those reach pieces being 
needed in case superposed dryers are not 
present; O, crown frames, reaching from 
one housing to the next and having their 
feet bolted to the arms of the housings, these 
crown frames serving as unions and stiffen- 
ers for the general framing and also for the 
support of the usual felt rolls, and paper 
rolls disposed over the dryers, these crown 
frames being formed with a central body 
narrow enough to go between the journals 
of the felt rolls which they carry, and hav- 
ing feet extending to the top arms of the 
housings and having outreaching arms ex- 
tending to the boxes of the paper rolls 
which they carry, it being understood that 
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um crown frames are to be employed at 
each space between the housings H in case 
superdryers are not present; P, the stretcher 
frame for the felt of the superdryers, this 
frame having feet secured to the top arms 
of the housings below it in the same man- 
ner as the crown frames engage the hous- 
ings below them ; Q, brackets secured to the 
top arms of the housings at the extremities of 
the series of housings, these brackets serving 
for the support of the initial and terminal felt 
rolls ; R, arms pivoted to these brackets by a 
spring joint and serving to support the jour- 
nal boxes for the spring roll; S, the usual 
felt rolls: T, the usual paper rolls; U, the 
spring roll, of which there may, if desired, 
be one at each end of the dryer system 
without changing construction ; V, journal 
boxes of uniform character for the support 
of the rolls, these boxes being provided 
in connection with the reach pieces N, 
the crown pieces, the stretcher frame, 
the brackets Q, arms R, and elsewhere 
where the presence of a needed felt or paper 
roll may call for them, these journal boxes 
being gapped so as to permit the free entry 
sidewise of the roll journal into them, and 
having a bore suffi- 
ciently larger than 
the roll journals to 
admit of a bushing ; 
W, the pivot bolts 
by which the arms 


the pivots of hinges 
formed by the facial 
juncture of two 
disks; X, circum- 
ferential grooves in 
each of the journal 
boxes V, leading 
from each side of 
the gap in the jour- 
nal box a short dis- 
tance from the gap 
around the 
bores; Y, bushings 
adapted to fit with- 
in the bore of the 
journal boxes and 
to fit the journal of 
the paper rolls and 
felt rolls ; Z, a cen- 
tral projection from

each bushing, 

adapted when the bushing is in place to 
seat in the groove X; a4, a spring cavity 
formed in the contiguous hinge faces of the 
joint uniting the arms R to their brackets, 
and 4, a spiral spring encircling the bolt 
W and disposed within the cavity a, one end 
of this spring being secured to each of the 
hinge disks of the joint. 


The sole bars extend beyond the dryer 
portion as far as deemed necessary to re- 
ceive the press part, the making part, the 
cutters, calenders, &c., thus permitting the 
contiguous general structures forming the pa- 
per making machine to be adjusted alongthe 
bars into desired relationship with each other. 


The housings may be adjusted along the 
sole bars into desired relationship with each 
other, and the number of the housings may 
be added to or subtracted from, as desired, 
without change in the formation of the 
parts, and superdryer housings may be add- 
ed as desired, or the superdryers may be 
abandoned and additional base dryers em- 
ployed in the series to give the additional 
drying surface. The housings J and H, 
being identical with each other in form and 
dimension, permit of the ready transposi- 
tion of parts in a mill already in operation, 
so that base dryers entirely may be depended 
upon, the number of dryers lessened or 
increased, as desired, or spread apart or 
closed up more, as desired, or superdryers 
added as required, or extra superdryers add- 
ed above the superdryers shown, The form 
of the housings is such as to clearly expose 
the felt and paper where they pass, in the 
usual manner, upward between the dryers 
and the felt and paper rolls, and the form of 
the crown frames O is such as to expose the 
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edges of the felt and paper where the felt 
and paper turn from roll to roll, thus per- 
mitting the ready passing forward of the 
paper web in case of breaks, 

The journal boxes V, wherever found 
about the machine, are to be of uniform size 
as to bore and dimension and disposition of 
grooves X, the gaps in these journal boxes 
being, of course, in such radial direction as 
will be most consistent with the ready re- 
moval of the respective rolls. The journals 
of the felt and paper rolls are to be uniform 
in size. The bushings Y are to be through- 
out the machine uniform in size, so as to be 
interchangeable in any of the journal boxes. 
They are preferably made of anti-friction 
metal of comparatively low fusibility, so as 
to be susceptible of casting in a metal mold 
in the manner in which bullets are made. A 
roll having been placed in its journal boxes, 
a bushing, Y, is pushed over the journal and 
into the journal box, while the projection Z 
passes longitudinally into the gap in the 
journal box. When the projection Z comes 


opposite the groove X the bushing is turned 
until the projection seats in the groove, thus 
securing the bushing properly in the journal 
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boxes. To remove the roll, the bushing is 
turned until the projection will pass through 
the gap, whereupon the bushing is pulled 
endwise out of the journal box, thus per- 
mitting the roll journal to pass through the 
gap. Extra bushings of this kind kept on 
hand permit the ready and economical main- 
tenance of the roll bearings without necessity 
for the removal of any parts but the worn 
bushings. The bushings servein preventing 
the displacement of the roll journals through 
the gap on the journal boxes, regardless of 
whether the gaps be above or below the 
journals, thus rendering possible the em- 
ployment of a uniform character of journal 
boxes throughout the machine. 

The journal boxes K for the drying cylin- 
ders are similar in character to the journal 
boxes V, but of course are properly larger, 


and they are supplied with interchangeable | 


bushes secured in the same manner. The 
journal boxes K are integrally formed in the 
central body of the housings, and above 
these boxes the housings have openings suffi- 
ciently large to permit the ready lifting of 
the dryer journal from the box and its re- 
moval from the housing. 


If the pivot bolts W, uniting the arms R 
to their brackets Q, be tightened, the struc- 
ture will become rigid in any adjusted posi- 
tion. By loosening the bolt W the arm R 
will be capable of free oscillation at the 
hinge joint, and the spring 4 will resist that 
oscillation in a given direction with a certain 
elastic force, whereby the parts serve for the 
proper supportof the usual springroll. The 
tension of the spring may be readily in- 
creased by giving an additional wind or turn 
around its bolt.

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Selection and Preparation of Mill 
Timbers.

The erection of a new paper mill, cot- 
ton or woolen mill involves the purchase 
and use of a large quantity of timber. In 
the New England States and along the At- 
lantic Coast Southern pine is without doubt 
at once the cheapest, most available and dur- 
able timber, especially for mills of the first 
named class. Soextensively has this timber 
been used in these districts that it is now 
possible to procure it of almost any dimen- 
sion at every lumber yard in greater or less 
quantities, but when any large amount is to 
be used the better way is to purchase direct 
from the mills or their Northern agencies. 
However, when so purchased and strictly 
specified as to quality there is no assurance 
of receiving the desired grade. 

A very good plan is to select a man 
competent to judge and buy timber, and 
send him to the producing districts with 

instructions to buy 
the best and remain 
with it until it is 
loaded on cars or 
vessel and shipped |

to be obtained ata 
moderate price. 

The timber hav- 
ing arrived at the 
point where it is to 
be worked up, it 
must next be han- 
dled with intelli- 
ence to avoid all 
unnecessary cost. 
Select the nearest 
open level ground 
to the mill site on 
which to unload 
the timber and to 
susequently frame 
it. 

Before unioading 
place a number of 
skidways, taking 
care to have them 
blocked up solid, nearly level and out of wind 
with each other. Have them large enough 
to contain all the sticks of a size, or, if too 
many of one kind be ordered to go on one 
skidway, put them on another by them- 
selves. As the timber is unloaded from the 
cars on to wagons, let the teamsters unload 
each size and length by itself, thus: 12x14 
inches, 30 feet long, fifty sticks all go on one 
skidway ; 12x14 inches, 15 feet long, 100 
sticks on another skidway, and so on, 
Keep beams, posts and rafters all in separate 
piles. All mill timbers having to be planed 
smooth on at least three sides, or two sides 
and one edge, the usual way is to engage 
enough men to do the work with hand 
planes, which at the best is a slow, laborious 
and costly method. The plan I am about to 
detail, while not entirely new, is new to a 
great many, and a description of it cannot 
fail to interest those interested in building 
mills. 

The plane is a large affair of cast iron, 
drawn by two horses, and requires four men 
to hold it on the work, one man and a boy 


| to manage the team and rope and another 


man to keep the plane knives sharp and 
properly set. The modus operandi is as fol- 
lows : Lay down a long stick from the skid- 
way for a bed stick, on top of which are 
placed the sticks to be planed. An iron pin 
driven into the top of the bed stick near the 
end acts as a stop to prevent the top stick 
from being drawn off. On good free timber 
about three times over leaves the surface 
planed much smoother and more even than 
it could be made by hand. Thestick isthen 
turned to bring another side up for a repeti- 
tion of the operation. When finished it is 


rolled across on to ancabier ‘gkidway to await 


the framers. To turn the sticks quickly and 
easily they drive a railroad spike into each 
end in the centre to form a fulcrum, then 
with a crowbar pry the stick off a trifle to 
give a finger hold on its bottom edge; 


two of the men then cant the stick 
up and drop it over until the two 
spikes strike the bars, when the men 


holding them slide the stick back into 
place. When planed the spikes may be 
withdrawn easily by prying against them 
witha crowbar. The planed sticks are piled 
up snugly, rough side up to avoid dirt and 
discoloration from the weather. The cost of 
handling timber in this manner is very 
much lower than when done in the ordinary 
way and is such as to be cheaper than any 
machine method. 

Estimating the whole expense of the 
pianing to be $1.80 per hour, which is ample, 
it is a simple matter to plane 10,000 feet per 
day, or a cost of $1.80 per M. Then there 
is no hauling to and from the machine, as 
when once unloaded from the cars the tim- 
ber is not handled again except to plane and 
frame until it is demanded for the mill, 
This plane will neither square nor wind 
timbers unless special care be taken to make 
it so, but as mill timbers usually are, they 
are square enough for all practical purposes 
as the saw leaves them. 

When the framing begins each set and 
size of timber may be easily gotten at to 
work ; there is no running around all over a 
To acre lot to. find.a stick of this-or that size, 
and as framed it may be rolled back on the 
original skids until wanted at the mill. 

Taken on the whole, this will be found 
the cheapest and most expeditious method 
of preparing rough timber, and once tried it 
will be adhered to until a better plan is orig- 
inated. 

Sketches are in preparation showing more 
clearly the details of the plane and manner of 
working it, and will be presented to the 
readers of THE JOURNAL upon the first oppor- 
tunity. 





Laboratory Notes.

There is an interesting report from 
abroad to the effect that the electrolytic pro- 
cess of reducing wood to fibre, upon which 
Kellner, of Austria, who has done so much 
to advance the sulphite process, has been at 
work, is soon to be introduced commercially. 
This is quite distinct from the process of 
electric bleaching described last week, al- 
though the principle is somewhat similar. 
The details of the process have not yet been 
divulged, but its general features are under- 
stood to be about as follows : 

A square tank is divided into two vertical 
compartments by a porous partition made, 
for example, of unglazed earthenware. In 
each compartment is a sheet of platinum, the 
two sheets being connected with the opposite 
poles of a dynamo for supplying the electric 
current. Both compartments are filled with 
the chips to be reduced, which are then cov- 
ered with a solution of common salt. On 
sending a current through the apparatus the 
solution is decomposed, an oxide of chlorine 
being formed in the compartment containing 
the platinum plate, which forms the anode, 
while caustic soda is formed in the compart- 
ment containing the cathode. 

On account of the porous partition which 
permits the passage of the current while 
allowing very little circulation of the solu- 
tion, the oxide of chlorine and caustic soda 
are kept apart instead of being allowed to 
combine as they do in the bleaching process, 
After this has gone on for some time the di- 
rection of the current is reversed, which 
sends the chlorine compounds into the com- 
partment which contained the soda and the 
soda into the one which had contained the 
chlorine compounds. Thus the chips are 
alternately subjected to the action of the oxi- 
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PurLapecenta, Pa., October 3, 1888. 

Beyond the inconvenience of several 
days’ shut down in a few of the paper mills 
along the Schuylkill River, occasioned by 
the recent heavy rains and young freshets 
which struck us during the past fortnight, 
nothing of a more serious nature happened, 
so that the actual damage done to mill prop- 
erty was less than had been feared—in fact, 
almost insignificant. 

The Flat Rock and City mills of the M. & 
W. H. Nixon Paper Company, which were 
compelled on account of high back water to 
shut down for a few days, have resumed op- 
erations and are working now to full time. 
They are very busy on paper bags. 

Extensive improvements are being made 
at the Richmond Mill of Alexander Balfour. 
A new engine has been put in, and a new en- 
gine room, remarkable for the substantial 
character of its building, has been fitted up 
with every known convenience, The walls 
are double thick, and the flooring is a solid 
specimen of carpenter work, in heavy oak 
and pine. A large new Fourdrinier machine, 
of the Pusey & Jones Company’s pattern, 
has also been added, thus improving very 
materially the entire plant. The total cost 
of the improvements will, when completed, 
reach at least $30,000. The new machinery 
will be ready to run by the first week of De- 
cember. Mr. Balfour reports trade as ‘‘ very 
good ” 

The Manayunk Paper Company’s mill, 
which was destroyed by fire several months 
ago, has been entirely rebuilt by the owner, 
R. G. Stelwagen, and is much improved in 
appearance and equipment. The new mill 
is quite busy on roofing, wrapping and com- 
mon manillas, and with the plant now in 
first-class condition the company expects to 
be able to fill any demand made upon it. 

The Watson Paper Company, recently at 
17 North Sixth street, above Commerce, 
has given up its store and shipped its 
stock East. Mr. Watson himself, who origi- 
nally came here from Massachusetts, has 
returned to the mill at Northampton in 
which he is said to be interested. His 
lately occupied store remains idle, and it 
is quite doubtful as to whether it will be 
reopened by the Watson Paper Company. 

Irwin N. Megargee & Co. are doing con- 
siderable in book papers at present, both in 
the jobbing line and of standardwork. In 
the way of superfine writings, notably those of 
the Fairfield Paper Company, of which they 
are the agents, they report a very en- 
couraging state of trade. For news and the 
leng list of miscellaneous papers carried by 
them, a trade above the average is their 
portion at present. 

There is warin the camp at the office of 
the Sunday Dispatch. George A. Hincken, 
one of the owners, has, through his counsel, 
John S. McKinlay, made application for the 
appointment of a receiver. He charges W. 
P. Snyder, Louis M. Simpson and Arthur G. 
Dewalt, as managers of the journal, with re- 
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to the Dispatch Company, Limited, | 
and asked that they be compelled to render 
a proper account for all money, 
&c., which have come into their hands since 
the company was organized in January last. 
There has been considerable discussion 
among the parties both pro and con, and it 
thought that a most unusual state of affairs 
will be made public when once the case 
reaches the court, which will probably be in 
a month or two.

In some quarters a very active 
business is noted, while trade is more quiet 
with others. The demand for manilla papers 
has quieted down a little, although manu- 
facturers of this line are well filled up with 
orders. 

The paper stock market presents nothing 
of special interest. Business is very quiet, 
without any changes since last week's report, 
the condition of the market being just about 
the same. Some little trade in paper stock is 
being done from day to day, but the present 
situation is not encouraging to importers. 
The scarcity of freight room with higher 
freights from foreign ports has its influence 
on the trade and tends to check business, 
keeping the buyer and the seller apart. The 
upward movement of jute butts in the New 
York market is having some effect on bag- 
ging of all grades and jute stocks generally, 
and prices here are reported to be tending 
higher. More favorabie developments are 
hoped by paper stock dealers, and the ques- 
tion is, ‘‘ When will they materialize?" 

The chemical market still holds as re- 
ported last week—firm, strong and steady. 
The quotations on bleaching powder are 
1.90@1.95¢., and firm with a good jobbing 
trade. Caustic soda is quoted at figures a 
little higher last week, 234@2.40c. per 
pound of 60 per cent. being now asked. 
Supplies are reported to be somewhat limit- 
ed on the spot and scarce in Liverpool, ow- 
ing to the manipulations by the manufac- 
turers. Soda ash is steady, with quotations 
unchanged. Soda crystals are quiet at K@ 
.goc. for round lots to arrive ; for small quan- 
tities .g24c. is quoted. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week 
comprise 2,277 casks of bleaching powders, 
1,300 drums of caustic soda, 694 casks and 
2,100 bags of soda ash and 404 barrels of 
soda crystals.

Stone Polishing and Friction in 
Coated Paper Making. 





This subject was discussed at the last 

meeting of the German manufacturers of 
such papers. Mr. Dessauer thought he had 

ascertained why only certain colors would 
turn out well by friction. The friction caused 
by two rolls develops heat to such a degree 
and acts so on the cotton roll that it becomes 
as hard asa stone after acertain time, and the 
harder it becomes the less suitable is it for 
giving a smooth surface to fine papers, and 
lighter colors are not adapted for friction, 
When a new machine is bought and there 
is a reserve roll these colors can be pro- 
duced faultlessly for a short time, but the 
roll soon becomes hard. Some use friction 
first and glaze afterward. 

Carl Hoffmann mentioned that it had been 
proposed to make the rolls hollow and keep 
them cool with a stream of water. And this 
is said to be successful. Mr. Emmerich pre- 
ferred a good paper to a cotton roll. The 
chairman preferred a cotton one, as being 
more elastic. In paper rolls must in any 
case be made of the best possible paper. 
Americans use manilla paper. Another man- 
ufacturer stated he found paper rolls better 
for some colors and cotton for others. A 
prize essay on the question was suggested, 
and the members present approved the idea.

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More About Wax

Canson made a very happy alteration 
in D'Arcet’s and Merimée's recipes by using 
for fine papers a solution of wax in caustic 
alkalies instead of rosin or fat soap. Can- 
son succeeded in making well sized paper in 
the vat, as Merimée proved by testing them. 
Although now

Beeswax consists partly of cerotic acid, 
alcohol and partly 
difficult of solu- 


easily soluble in boiling 
of palmytin-myricylether, 
tion. 

According to its origin the wax has differ- 
ent quantities of these bodies. In some 
kinds only 10, 
to roo per cent. of the ether is found. 


in others 20, 30 and even 70 
Can- 
son directs to take to 1 litre of caustic soda 
of 50° Bé. one-half kilog. of wax and to boil 
until the wax is completely dissolved. The 
liquid soap is then poured into 30 to 40 litres 
of boiling water, and at the same time 3 
kilogs. of potato starch flour. The mixture 
is then well stirred, and a dough is formed. 
This is used on 30 kilogs. of supposd dry rag 
pulp, and when all is well mixed from 300 to 
500 grams of alum dissolved in boiling water 
are added. 

If we closely examine these proportions of 
weight they will prove the suitableness of 
the quantities of the matters used. 

The cerotic acid is, as a free acid, at once 
soluble in caustic alkalies. The palmitin- 
myricylether must, however, be first saponi- 
fied—that is, laid out in its components, 
palmitic acid and myricyl alcohol. This 
process, which we term saponification, 
whether effected by water, an acid or an al- 
kali, takes place when the wax is treated 
with caustic soda. The palmitic acid ether 
is precipitated into palmitate of soda, which 
dissolves in the boiling water with the cero- 
tate of soda on the wax soap being diluted, 
while the resulting myricyl alcohol, which is 
completely insoluble in water, milky, and 
precipitates in so divided a state that several 
filters placed over one another cannot re- 
tain it. 

The myricyl alcohol does not wet paper, 
and its solution, dried on any solution me- 
dium on paper, sizes well. As it possesses 
such an extensive surface in this milky form, 
I maintain that it is this alcohol which gives 
wax sized papers their impermeability. The 
free cerotic acid, as well as the palmitic acid, 
which are precipitated by the alum, also con- 
tribute, of course, to the sizing but, owing to

Our first page illustration refers to an 
arrangement of the dryer frame for paper 
making machines, which is fully explained 
in the accompanying description. 

A TARIFF bill has been reported by the 
Finance Committee of the Senate. In the 
preparation of this measure there has been 
a striking contrast between it and the 
methods pursued for framing the Mills 
bill. The interests of the people most 
concerned in legislation of this sort 
have been studied and the represent- 
atives of various industries have 
been given the hearing which they 
were denied by the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House. It is not 
likely that any tariff bill will be passed 
this year. The two Houses of Congress 
as at present constituted are at variance 
on the tariff question, and the people of 
this country do not really feel the need 
of any “reform” in the tariff, except 
that which may adjust the inequalities 
which exist and prevent frauds on the 
revenue. 


We note the location of another 
agency for an English paper mill in this 
country. Until recently it was thought 
to be impracticable to attempt anything 
of the kind, and the narrowness of the 
market for foreign papers certainly did 
not justify the hope that anything could 
be accomplished thereby. But the fact

of increased imports of paper, coupled 
with the belief that still lower duties will 
be assured, has changed the minds of 
some at least of the manufacturers of the 
| United Kingdom. In one instance we 
have been told that the expected pas- 
|sage of a low tariff bill has made it 
not only seem advisable but feasible to 
| take advantage of our markets. Manu- 
facturers and workingmen can alike ap- 
preciate the force of such an argument 
| in favor of lower duties and the approach 
to free trade. It is not necessary to enter 
into an explanation of the effect which 
may thus be produced ontrade. The situ- 
ation can be easily understood and as 
| readily appreciated. 


| WE give in this issue a brief sketch of 
| the career, with portrait, of Rodney Wal- 
| lace, lately nominated to succeed Mr. 
| Whiting as Representative in Congress 
|from the Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict of Massachusetts. The paper trade 
|is again honored in the selection of a 
| candidate from its ranks and from one of 
the great paper manufacturing centres 
|of the country. Mr. Wallace's career has 
been such as to win for him the con- 
fidence and respect of his fellow citizens. 
In his business relations and in public 
and private life he has attained that dis- 
| tinction which belongs to those who are 
fairly and honestly entitled to it. His 
history is one which affords encourage- 
ment to every boy and young man who, 
Starting in life without the helps of for- 
tune and influence, is determined to 
make his way and earn position on his 
| merits. Mr. Wallace, of course, repre- 
| sents the principle of protection to Amer- 
ican industry, and therefore deserves, and 
we hope will receive, that support which 
every believer in this principle can give. 





By a decision of the Court of Appeals 
| of the State of New York the verdict of 
| the jury has been set aside and a new trial 
has been granted in the case of Arthur 
| J. McQuade, a former member of the pa- 
| per stock trade in good standing. Mr. 
_McQuade belonged to the New York 
| Board of Aldermen of 1884, which granted 
a charter to Jacob Sharp and others to 
construct a railroad on Broadway, and 
was indicted and tried for having received 
a bribe. He was convicted, but appealed, 
and while the appeal was pending was 
sentenced and sent to State Prison. For 
nearly two years he was forced to work 
| as a convict and te associate with felons. 
| Now the Court of Appeals decides that 
he was illegally convicted, and changes the 
| record ; but he has suffered, and has nore- 
‘dress. Inthe eyes of the law he is an inno- 
cent man and may never be proved guilty. 
| The fact that he has been so long im- 
prisoned by virtue of what seems to be 
, a miscarriage of justice concerns every 
| member of the community. It is hard 
'that the law should afford no redress to 
persons unlawfully convicted or innocent 
of offenses, with which they may be 
charged. There ought to be some public 
method of making recompense for the 
wrong inflicted. If this case shall result 
| in the final vindication of Mr. McQuade 
| it is to be hoped that he may be the 
means of causing reform in the ad- 
ministration of justice. Trials urged for- 
ward by public pressure, or by the clamor 
of the press and surrounded by influences 
adverse to everyone who may come un- 
| der suspicion, should be discouraged. 


THE limit of the usefulness of elec- 
| tricity, in its application to paper making 
processes, is still unattained. It is dif- 
ficult to imagine to what extent discovery 
can go in this direction; but it is evi- 
dent that there are hitherto unthought 
of resources in electrolytic applications. 
The bisulphite process has no sooner 
begun to make headway and threaten 
the prosperity of the process for reducing 
wood by means of alkaline solutions than 
electricity steps in to reinforce the more 
ancient method and to give promise of 
changes perhaps more remarkable. Our 
| contributors, under the head of “ Labora- 
tory Notes,” impart some information this 
week concerning an electrolytic process 
devised by Mr. Kellner, whose name is 
well known as being associated with 
one of the bisulphite processes promi- 
nently before the paper making public. 
The further development of Mr. Kellner’s 
electrical system will be looked for with 
| interest. The succession of events which 
| promise important results in manufac- 
| ture may, however, prove bewildering, 
and manufacturers may fee) called on to 
wait for new developments, which may 
materially change the conditions of those 
more recently brought forward. 


PA PER 
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| PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
| making fibres—jute butts excepted—at 
| the port of New York during the month | 

ended September 30, as reported, amount- | 
| ed to 14,851 bales and 2,843 tons, the dif- | 
ference in quantities compared with the 
corresponding month of 1887 being an in- | 
crease in rags of 1,790 bales, in old papers 
a decrease of 3,125 bales, and in manilla | 
stocks of 7,963 bales. The imports of 
wood pulp during September were greater 
than those for the month preceding by 
265 tons, and of chemical fibre 588 tons | 
more than the August imports were 
brought in. The appended tabulation | 
shows the quantities of paper making ma- 
terial of the kinds mentioned which were 
reported as having been imported during 
the month of September for five years:

plished we went out to dinner together, and 
I left wishing them all success. 

7. P. Wilkinson, of Wilkinson Brothers & 
Co., New York,—The first paper sold by the 


| Wilkinsons was sold by Joseph Wilkinson, | 


who was at that time here in New York in 
the employ of William H. Parsons & Bro- 
ther, who permitted him to sell some paper 
on his own account. William Wilkinson, 
the present senior member of the firm, soon 
afterward came from the West and started 


| in the paper business as a broker, occasion- 
ally delivering his goods with his own | 
| hands. 


In 1865 business had increased to 
such an extent that the two brothers formed a 
partnership under the firm name of Wilkinson 
Brothers,and opened upas dealers in manilla 


paper at 42 Duane street, although the first | 


paper bought by either of them was stored 


| in the basement of S. Goddard’s place in 


Beekman street. About a year later the 
firm needed more help, and I came to New 


York and was employed by it for a year or | 


more, when the old firm was dissolved, and 


| William Wilkinson and I formed a new co- | 
| partnership under the old firm style. 


That 
firm continued the business for two years or 
more, when William H. Leach was admitted 
as a partner, the firm style being changed to 
Wilkinson Brothers & Co. Business grew 
so that the firm removed to 44 and 46 
Duane street, which was soon found to 
be too small and another move was made 
to 48 and 50 Duane street, where, to the best 
of my recollection, Mr. Whedon became an 
employee of the firm as bookkeeper and 
salesman. While we were in this store, by 


the advice of Mr. Whedon, we went into the | 


collar paper business on account of his 
brother entering our employ. This move 
proved very disastrous, but after that we 
went on very successfully in our regular line, 
manilla paper, and in a short time our store 
was too small for us. We then removed in- 
to 72 Duane street, which is now a part of 
our present quarters. The mills which we 
have now were built in 1872. Our firm 
has made a great deal of money and has 
been probably one of the most successful 
paper firms which ever started business in 
New York. C. A. Whedon and George S. 
Arnold came into the firm about ten years 
ago. I think it was in 1879. At the present 
time we are repairing our mills and chang- 
ing the acid process in our sulphite plant at 
Birmingham, Conn., for what we believe 
will be not only a great saving in the cost of 
manufacture, but will make a product which 
we can incorporate with our regular stock to 
almost any extent, not only without detri- 
ment to the paper, but to its improvement.

Ash in Different Papers. 


Junius Post writes to the Papier Zez- 
tung: ‘‘ Dr. Mueller concludes, because air 
dried paper pulp may contain 12 per cent. of 
humidity, that made papers may contain 
from 0 to 12 per cent. ot humidity. Such a 
conclusion is altogether erroneous. Made 
papers can contain no such high percentage 
of humidity as the air dried paper pulp, and 
this from the fact that the fibres, which are 
pressed together in the beating engine, and 
the matters used for filling up the spaces, 
size, mineral compound, &c., form a whole 
which is far less porous and less inclined to 
absorb humidity, and therefore the humidity 
of a paper will decrease with an increasing 
amount of ash, as will be seen from the 


following table. Perfectly dry papers do 
not come up at all, so that the differences in 
humidity are not so very great after all.

| line sulphate, or by a mixture of them, or of 
A new process of bleaching fibres con- | 


sists in using solutions of any of the alka- 
line sulphates, or of any of the double alka- 
line sulphates, or compound solutions of any 
two or more of the sulphates, in which the 
vegetable growth is soaked for the purpose 
of effecting the separation of the extraneous 


matters by a process of dissolution from the | 


fibre. Under certain circumstances such 
soaking is followed up by a second one ina 
solution of chloride of lime for the purpose 
of effecting the bleaching. 

In carrying it into effect a separating solu- 
tion of any alkaline sulphate (by preference 
sulphate of potash) in water of from 2 per 
cent. to 4 per cent. strength, 7. ¢., from 2 to 
4 pounds of the sulphate to roo pounds of 
water, is prepared. 

The vegetable growth in its natural con- 
dition is soaked in the solution for a longer 


or shorter time, as may be required to dis- 
solve the natural gums, resins, coloring mat- 
ters, and the like. The duration of this 
operation is considerably influenced by the 
temperature of the solution. As a rule, a 
soaking of twenty-four hours duration in a 
cold solution suffices for completely dis- 
solving the various extraneous matters— 
natural gums, resins, coloring matter and the 
like—and their separation from the fibres. 
If an obstinate vegetable growth—. ¢., one 
heavily charged with gum and color—has to 
be treated, then the process of solution and 
separation of the latter will be expedited 
by using the solution hot and further expe- 
dited by conducting the process under pres- 
sure. When all of the natural gums, resins 
and coloring matters have been separated 
from the fibres by the separating solution, 
the fibres are taken out and carefully sub- 
jected to any suitable mechanical operation 
—t, ¢., pressing, rolling or rapid rotation— 
suitable for expelling as much of the solution 
and all it then holds in solution or in suspen- 
sion, from the fibres as is possible. Care 
must be taken in conducting this part of the 
process that the individual fibres are not in- 
jured by being subjected to too severe a 
pressure. The fibres are next washed in 
water and left to soak for sometime. They

and three roll winders are made with the 
same principle of mechanism. Power is trans- 
mitted to the spools through a patent com- 
pensating gear, the duty of which is to keep 
an even tension on each web of paper 
whether the rolls are of the same diameter 
or not. When winding, if through any 
cause one web breaks, the other rolls in- 
stantly and automatically stop, when the 
broken end can be spliced and the winder 
again started. In this operation of splicing 
no attention need be paid to drawing up the 
broken web to the same tension as the webs 
not broken ; it may be spliced with the web 
hanging loose,and when the winder is started 
slowly with friction clutch the roll with this 
slack web will start first and continue until 
the tension becomes the same as on the other 
rolls, when all will start, keeping the tension 
perfectly on each web. 

If any imperfect paper on one roll is re- 
quired to be removed it may be done without 
the necessity of reducing the diameter of the 
other rolls, for no matter if all of the rolls 
are of different diameters it will wind exact- 
ly as well and keep the tension on each web 
perfectly. 

A winder that can accomplish this result 
will save thousands of pounds of paper, re-

by one of chloride of lime. 

These proportions may be varied if re- 
quired by the special nature of the vegetable 
growth to be operated upon in respect of the 
quantity (more or less than the average) of 
the extraneous matters to be separated from 
the fibres. 

The sulphate of potash may be replaced in 
any of the above named solutions by any of
